Matsuoka was one of the most 
fantastic of all the characters 
in the bizzare ‘story of Japan's 
aggression, A veteran Foreign 
Office official with a lony spr- 
Vice in Consulates and Lega- 
tions, he made his first big 
mark in Japan’s affairs as 
the Impcrialistic 
South’ Manchuria — railway in 
1921 through to 1926, sub- 
sequently becoming its presi- 
dent between 1935 and 1939, 

In the interim, he fluctuated 
between diplomatic and., indus- 
trial posts, becoming Known as 
a leader in both¢ a ledder who 
always appeared on the spot 
when militarists were in con- 
trol. 

This bespectacled, bombastic 
little man lenped onto the inter- 
national stage in 1932 as chief 
delegate to the League of Na- 
tlons during} the crisis over the 
Manchurian incident. 

It was Matsuoka who stamp- 
ed out. of the League preceding 
Japan's. formal withdrawal and
